Odessa, July 7.- It is reported that 
the battleship Kniaz Potemkin© has 
beau blown up near i'iieodosia. 


London, July 7. -The correspondent 
of the Daily Mail at Odessa says it is 
reported there that the Kniaz Potent 
kine is bombarding Theodosia, that 
th© town is burning and the soldiers of 
th© garrison are engaged in looting. 
Ha says it is also reported that an­ 
other torpedo boat has joined the mu­ 
tineers. 


St. Petersburg, July 7 —No report 
has been received from Theodosia of 
the arrival of the squadron from Se­ 
bastopol, and it Is not know n whether 
an encounter with the Kniaz Potem­ 
kine has taken place or whether the 
battleship has executed its threat to 
bombard the city last night unless 
furnished with the supply of coal de­ 
manded. 
The latest dispatches from 
Theodosia report that the Kniaz Po­ 
temkine was 
cruising off shore iu 
sight of the town, but it is possible 
she may have left that vicinity before 
the arrival of the squadron. 
A press dispatch from Sebastopol 
gives a rumor that the Kniaz Potem­ 
kin© went seaward late yesterday af­ 
ternoon. 
lf the squadron arrived be­ 
fore her departure either the surren­ 
der of thu battleship or a battle is re­ 
garded as certain, as Admiral Cheuk- 
nin. it is believed, would uot have dis­ 
patched his ships in search of the mu­ 
tinous vessel unless sure that there 
would be no repetition of the Odessa 
fiasco. 
Rumors of the most diverse nature 
are in circulation, one of which is that 
two torpedo boats attacked the Kniaz 
Potemkine and were sunk by her. The 
cruiser Phernomeretz, which was was 
due at Sebastopol Monday, and for 
which considerable anxiety was felt, 
has arrived ai Yalta on the south coast 
of tho Crimea.

Fear of Rebel Vessel Kills Black Sea 


Commerce. 
Odessa, July 7.—The authorities are 
% 
well informed about the movements 
and operations of the Kniaz Potem­ 
kine at the various Black Sea ports. 
As the opinion prevails here that she 
will not return to menace Odessa, the 
Odesslans, official and private, view 
her doings interestedly, but not coup­ 
led with any particular alarm. 
The 
fact that the Kniaz Potemkine is still 
at large, cruising in the Black Sea, 
threatening 
ports 
and 
holding 
up 
steamers and other craft, is beginning 
to bring criticism on the naval author­ 
ities, owing to their apparent slow­ 
ness and lack of energy in pursuing 
and terminating her piratical career. 
The torpedo boats, which it is re­ 
ported are trailing the Kina/ Potem­ 
kine. have done nothing, although the 
whereabouts of the battleship has nev­ 
er been a secret, 
lf the fleet is in 
earnest it can easily meet the rene­ 
gade vessel within a com parative few 
hours. 
The belief is general, however, 
and there Is general confirmation of it, 
that the main difficulty confronting 
the fleet regarding the Kniaz Potem­ 
kine lies in the fact that the crews 
of the ships are strongly disinclined to 
engage the mutinous battleship. 
It is 
reported on good authority that their 
crews have actually refused to attack 
her. 
In the meantime commerce on 
the Black Sea is being slowly killed 
and other steamers are clearing from 
Odessa. 


The Wildest Exaggeration. 
St. Petersburg. July 7.~ An official 
report from General Hakahoff, the mil­ 
itary governor of Odessa, declares 
there has been the wildest exaggera­ 
tion regarding the number of casual­ 
ties 
resulting from 
the rioting a t 
Odessa.

was one combining impressive dig­ 
nity with brilliant military and naval 
pomp in which the soldiers and sailors 
of France and the sailors of America 
united in rendering honors to the illus­ 
trious founder of the American navy. 
The occasion was unique and prob­ 
ably without parallel, as the funeral 
was that of a revolutionary hero who 
had lain neglected in a foreign grave 
for more than a hundred years.

widespread interest In ih e French cap­ 
ital.

Champs Eh sees and other principal 
thoroughfares to witness the imposing 
cortege which for the elaborateness 
of its military feature equalled the 
martial display on the occasion of the 
visit of King Alfonso.

Scores of American sailors in 
the naves on either side of the altar 
gave a fitting background to the im­ 
posing scene. 
After brief religious 
services <b rn ral Porter, wt tiring even 
jug dross according to the French cus­ 
tom. with the red sash of the grand 
cross of the Legion of Honor across 
his breast, advanced alongside the cas­ 
ket and formally delivered the body to 
Mr. Loomis as the representative of 
the United States government, who ac­ 
cepted it in the name of the govern­ 
ment. aud commissioned Admiral Sigs­ 
bee to transport 
it to the United 
States. 
As the surpliced choir took up “My 
Country ’Tis of Thee.” the entire as­

try under General Frey.

rumbled the gun caisson bearing the

tinguished officials headed bv Ambas­ 
sador McCormick, Special Ambassa­ 
dors Porter and Loomis, Premier Rou- 
vier and his cabinet, the foreign am­ 
bassadors and French generals and ad­ 
mirals. all walking, according to the 
French custom. 
The appearance of 
the detachment of SOO American sail 
ors and marines was the signal for en­ 
thusiasm all along the line.

came another French division compos­ 
ed of infantry, cavalry and artillery. 
Arriving at the Esplanades Des In 
val id es, an Imposing picture was pre­ 
sented 
The French government had 
erected a large pavilion in which to 
deposit the coffin.

richly hung with crimson velvet, with 
martial emblems and battle ax<*s. en 
twined flags and a row of brass field 
pieces along the front
